This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group 1, claim(s) 1-16 and 37, drawn to a method for producing a filament.

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 2 do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The 
common technical feature of groups 1 and 2 is passing a gas through a heat exchanger 
to produce a liquid and creating a solid filament from the liquid by passage into a 
vacuum chamber through a nozzle connected to the supply line. The common technical 
feature was found to not define over the prior art a posteriori in view of Orsini et al. (Pub 
No 2004/0071 266). Due to the lack of a common special technical feature, the groups 

1 and 2 are subject to restriction.
